A. celled on as today at bis request to discuss natters within the 
Byelorussian emigration. 

1, tells ae that he has had great difficulties with his followers, 
and that there Is now a definite possibility that the Byelorussian Rada 
will suffer Its first split in many years. He states that a group of dissi- 
dents, In very strong words, has attacked him (hiring the past two weeks and 
rendered his position very difficult. 

A. states that the opposition to him is centered in a group of emigres 
which takes strong Issue with hln on the natter of collaboration with the 
American Cceadttee. this group Is angered by what It tens "capitulation" to 
Vie Anerl can Condttee in connection with the plans for the formation of a 
Belorussian Section of Radio liberation. The group looks upon this as a m- 
nunciatico of the 30 odd years of struggle of the Byelorussians for the re- 
constitution of the Byelorussian State, and particularly considers it to be 
due to the pressure of those who do not believe that the Byelorussians have 
ary right to an independent status. A. states that about ons-fourt h-of the 
members of the Belorussian Rada will desert with its followers. About three- 
fourths will remain with A., and will be prepared to collaborate on Radio 
liberation. 

In view of the present difficulties within the Belorussian emigration, 

A. states that it will be impossible for him to continue his control of the 
Belorussian Ra^a, and to do any productive work of help to us, unless he 
receives some help from us for the ensuing month and a half of his stay in 
the United States. He asks specifically that he be granted a thousand dollars 
for necessary travel to centers of the Belorussian emigration in the USA, 
and for certain of his followers to came to him here in New York. Among the 
men whoa he would like to bring here is Or. Zuk-Hry&kievie cf the University 
of Toronto, whoa he re c oee wn ds for the Job of Chief Editor of the proposed 
Belorussian Desk of Radio liberation. 
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is to the Belorussian Desk, 4. is Tery disturbed at the limitation 
of this Section to four people. 3e believes that a adninu* of six is 
required: a director, a chief editor, an assistant editor, two speakers,
